feffed that he never felt himfelf in fo arduous a fitu- 
ation before, on which account he hoped that gen- 
tlemen would fo far fympathife in his feelings, as to 
pardon fuch unintentional omiffions as muft neceffa- 
rily occur in the particulars he had to lay before 
them. 
They were not come this day to decide on the 
character of an individual ; they were come to de- 
cide on maxims of ftate, on a code of Jaws, that the 
millions unborn fhould either be governed by or ap- 
peal to; that at prefent attracted the eyes of fur- 
rounding nations, and would either prove a blot on 
the name of an Englifhman, indelible through time, 
or raife it, if ble, to a higher degree of nation- 
af eftimation for juftice; humanity, and public faith, 
than it has hitherto held in the impartial annals. of 
hiftory— the very irlea of which, on the prefent oc- 
cafion, fhould preclude all prejudice or partiality ; 
that ‘every thing thould give way to thofe great ob- 
jects that raifed Rome to that enviable dignity, that 
every nation flowed into her, and was proud to own 
her fw. He did not with to detain the Houfe in 
declamation, he only wifhed to prepare them for a 
train of facts, that, he trufted, could not be contro- 
verted—that even Mr Hattings had pleaded guilty 
to—and the only difference was on the principle of 
them ; and fince he had mentioned Rome, he would 
point out how fhe seporves her provinces, as long 
ds a {park of patriotifm remained in her bofom. In 
the firft place, the maintained them by a continuity ;

This was 
the pride, this was the emulation of every gover- 
nor ; and the cenforial accufer was a charaéter of 
the firft dignity, and fought after by men of the firft 
‘ repute, (whith was not the cafe in the prefent af- 
fair—India was diftant ; there is a gulph like that 
betwixt Dives and Lazarus betwixt them and us ; 
their language is known to few) who met with eve- 
ry afiftance in carrying forward the profecution ; — 
formality was neither di€tated nor decried, nor pa- 
pers refufed ; every archive’ was thrown open, and 
every record fubje&ted to public infpectiun, which 
was not the cafe in the prefent affair, as was vifible 
to the world, to the difinterefted:—but that, in 
fpite of all, he hoped to come off viétorious even in 
the defeat, as he was well convinced that the mat- 
tér of charges he had brought were grounded en- 
tirely on faét ; that time would ftrengthen inftead of 
diminifhing ; and that: he. fhould find refources in 
his own bofom on the confideration, that if he 
fhould retire under the ftigma of a falfe accufer, 
he fhould have the bulk of mankind on his fide, 
and that it would be a confolation that thofe that 
had cleared Mr Haftings had condemned him, (Mr 
Burke), in open defiance of the ftrongeft faéts, and 
of the moft refpeGtable evidence in corroboration of 
thofe facts ;—and that in the taking up fach mat- 
ters, three excufes might come forward as plead- 
ers, viz. ignorance, inadvertency, and anger. He 
could not. plead ignorance, for he had many four- 
ces of information thrown open to him, though 
many were. clofed. Inadvertency could not be urged, 
as he had duly confidered the fubject, before he 
mentioned it, and well-weighed the importance of 
it in his mind. Nor could anger claim a part in it~ 
anger at beft was fhort-lived ; malice mighe arife 
out of it—but this he difclaimed, and he trufted 
he fhould not be charged with it.—On the whole, 
he felt a confcioufnefs of having conduéted this af- 
fair in fuch a manner, as to preclude every fufpici- 
on in the bofom of generofity.-He had given no- 
tice of this long fince.—Through all the changes 
of party and adminiftration, he had kept to his word ; 
and though time had fhed its {now on his temples, it 
had not in the leaft-cooled the ardour of his purfuit. 
—This affair involved in it the honour of the Houfe ; 
they had pledged themfelves to bring it forward ; let 
their honour, therefore, never be tarnifhed ; let that 
be fafe, with Father Paul ;.

gone out in the plenitude of power, If Mr He- 
tings fhould efcape with impunity, what opinion 
will Governors General entertaimy in future, on res, 
fleion, that provinces were laid watte, offenfive 
wars entered into in the teeth, of this Houfe, which 
ought to enquire into, and puaifh fuch mifdemea- 
nours! Having premifed this, and much more, he 
went over thé ground of the charges he had alr 
exhibited againft Mr Haitings, ftrengthening fome, 
explaining others, and collecting the whole as.tt 
were into one point of view—in one appealing to 
the humanity of the Houfe, in another to the ja- 
ftice, in a third to the policy of nations at large 3 
which he dwelt on for fome ume, elucidating by 
applications from hiftory, ancient and modern, for 
the purpofe of crowning his remarks, \, 0 
‘After this ‘he adverted’more particularly to the 
Rohilla war: having given a geographical account 
of the fituation of thefe people, he painted tht fim- 
plicity of their manners, love of agriculture and 
manufaétures, peaceable difpofition, with to acede 
to the Britifh covenant, which he confirmed fom a 
paflage in Mr Hattings’s letter on this fubject. He 
then afked, whence thofe people came? Why, 
from Tartary—the officina gentium, that gave dirth 
to the Gauls, the Franks, and the Aborigines of 
this nation; that they were not fojourners and 
ftrangers in the land; they had refded int for 
three generations ; not fuch a pitiful tribe a: Mr 
Hattings reprefented them. The whole amounted 
to above two hundred and forty thoufand, and above 
fixty thoufand of thofe were drove, like a flock of 


» men, women, and. ohil> 
on, beyood the provifion, without any jult, or 


even plaufible plea for fo doing, befides the number 
butchered, with fuch circumftances of cruelty a 
would harrow up the foul. The Rohillas thu 
treated, thus butchered, thus exterminated, wer 
the prime nobility of the country, the artizans, tht 
bankers, &c. That Sujah Dowla, (the barbarou: 
invader of their hberties, aided and abetted by M 
Hattings) having combined with the ufurper and a; 
trocious Hofmund Ally Cawn to extirpate tht 
Englifh, fled, in confequence of the fame, to thof 
people, who received him with open arms, and un- 
fufpeSting hearts ; he envied their happinefs, as Satm 
envied the blifs of our firft parents in Paradife ; ke 
combined again{t their happinefs; he fought, and 
was not long to gain an accomplice in his atrocious 
ferocity. ‘The Rohillas applied for protection to Mr | 
Hattings; he promifed to ‘guarantee, but deceived | 
them. The wife of one of the firft Princes.amongit: 
them, was dragged through the country with every 
mark of unmerited indignation and contumely ;— 
and for what did Mr Hattings confpire to lay walte 
the country of the Rohillas; which, in his own let- 
ter, he acknowledged to be the garden of India? 
Wherever the Roman eagle flew, liberty and fcience 
followed after ; every trace of barbarifm vanifhed ; 
the afpiring temple was taught to feck the fy ; and 
the hufbandman to tame the {tubborn genius of the 
foil ;—the reverfe prefented itfelf this minute in the 
Rohilla provinces, and the revenue of that country 
had confequently fallen one third ; not a complaint 
had come from thofe people in thirteen years ;—and 
why fo? becaufe they were ftifled. At length, their

] Le was alfo againft the indemnity, from an opinion

Lord North defended his own conduct in re-ap- 
pointing Mr Hattings after thefe crimes were com- 
mitted, by alledging that they were not known in 
Europe at the ume. And though he difapproved 
the Rohilla war, yet the exigency of the times ren- 
dered it inexpedient for him to take any other mea- 
fares for the removal of Mr Hattings, than thofe 
which were adopted during his adminiftration. — 

Mr Michael Angelo Taylor, in a very forcible 
fpeech, condemned Mr Hattings. ‘oa 

Mr Brown defended the Rohilla war, as politic 
and neceflary ; and Mr Hattings was fo far from 
being blameable, that his conduct had been highly 
praife- worthy. 

Mr Wyndbam, ina fpeech of great length, an- 
fwered ail the arguritents in fapport of Mr Haflings. 

Lord Mulgrave entered into a very long defence 
of Mr Hattings’s conduct ; he was anfwered by 

Mr Hardinge, who went through the whole charge 
of the Rohilla war, and ftated the culpability of 
Warren Haftings in every poflible point of view. 
He acknowledged that Mr Haltings had certainly, 
in the latter part of his adminiftration, been pro- 
duétive of very much benefit ; but this, he contend- 
ed, ought not to obviate national jultice.—He, 
thereforc, contended, that the impeachment ought 
to go to the Houfe of Lords. 

The Houfe now called out to adjourn, but Mr 
Vanfittart, and the Lord Advozate, each faid a few 
words, which we could not diftinély hear; when at 
Half paft Three o’clock in the morning, the Houfe 
adjourned the debate until four this afternoon.

ADJOURNED DEBATE. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into a Com- 
mittee, Mr St Josn in the Chair, on the adjourned 
debate of yefterday, 
> Mr Francis got up, and in a fpeech of fome length 
primarily recapitulated the heads of the charges, 
{trengthening each as he went on, either by refer- 
ence to written papers, or the evidence at the bar, and 
declaring that declamation, infinuation, &c. fhould not 
come forward as operative in his favour. As he ftood 
‘ip the light of an accufer in common with his Hon. 
-Friend (Mr Burke) which he acknowledged in the 

face of day, he thought it incumbent on him, in ja- 
ftification of his character, to declare, that perfonal 
' animofity to Mr Haftings did not in the leatt urge 
the decided part he had taken in the prefent affair ; 
he went out to India with a fpotlefs charaéter, he 
returned With one, which was more fatisfactory to 
his own mind, and to his friends, than if he had re- 
turned laden with millions. He had early repro- 
bated Mr Haftings’ condué, contrary to his own 
intereft ; but in this he was not fingular. General 
Clavering and Colonel Moftyn had done the fame; 
and it was but jaftice to their memories to declare, 
that they had done fo; their names were irreproach- 
able, and when he thought of their worth, it ani- 
mated and fired his bofom. Thofe men reprobated 
the conduct of Mr Hattings, not through envy, for 
their-minds were fuperior to it ; not through the 
hopes of aggrandizement, for they already filled ex- 
alted ftations; and General Clavering was about 
fixty years of age when he went to India. As for 
himfelf, what could he have expected by the remo- 
val of Mr Haftings? Neither to be Commander ip 
Chief, nor Governor General. And what hopes or 
views had Mr Burke in this procedure ? He had no 

difpute with Mr Hattings ; no hopes of preferment 
in his difgrace ; he had made himfelf many enemies 
by the bufinefs ; he was advancing into years ; he 
‘could not enlarge his fame in carrying it forward ; 
but ae in for the honour of the Houfe, and the ho- 
nour of the nation, and he ftood u : 
of the-defencelefs. Mr Francis bsg baci yo 
terly againft the manner in which Mr Haftings had 
fet up'the lands of the native proprietors in Bengal 
» to: public fale, to the vagabonds of India, the Ba. 
nyans, &c. and meaneft fervants that could lay out 
; @ rapee’in the purchafe of them. ‘To this he added 

a fuccingt| account of the Robhillas, their origin, turn 
to igriculture, manufaGtures, and numbers ; he in- 


t, at the time of their 








extirpation, above 80,090 fighting men inte the field: 
that they had poffefled the country above fixty years; 
and that but a fhort time previous thereto jthey had 
feat to battle above 40,000, befides 12,000 that were 
preparing to march after. He then recited the 
cruelty that attended their extermination, confirmin 

all be had faid from the letters of Col. Champion, 
which he read, to prove that Mr Haftings was aid. 
ing and abetting in his crueltics. He next read Mr 
Hattings’ letter to Sujah Dowla on the fubjeé, jn 
which he made the extirpation of thofe harmlef; 
people one of the principal ftipulations for aidiag 
Sujah Dowla in their deftruction, which Mr Fray. 
cis drew in very affecting colours, with many other 
remarks, which he promided to fubftantiate in letter 
and fpirit ; concluding with the aflertion, that this 
cruel and oppreflive war could not be carried op 
without Mr Haftings, who was the /e gua non 
of it. 

Mr Grenville declared himfelf of no. party ; if 
Mr Hattings was guilty, he faid he would be the 
firft to join in his condemnation, but matters did por 
(trike him with that conviction. He felt as deep| 
for the honour of the Britt name, and the jutticg 
of the nation, as any other gentJeman in the king. 
dom, on which account le fhould be very cautious 
in deciding on general affertions, artful infinuations, 
and partially dedu&ted charges. Here he drew a 
very nice line of diftinStion between public and pri- 
vate juftice, on which he founded an opinion, that 
the Rohilla war was juftifiable on the part,.of My. 
Haftings ; and that the charges of cruelty:refted, 
entirely on the teftimony of Colonel Champion 
whofe mind might be under a bias, as it was Mas 


tain, that thofe only were driven beyond the Gan-, 


ges, who had taken up arms againft Sujah Dowla, 


the ally of England. The Rohillas, he pbferved, ; 


were a tribe of not quite fixty years fettlement, 
feated between two contending powers, the Mahrat. 
tas and Sujah Dowla ; they had but three choices, 
viz. either to join one fide or the other, or ftand 
neuter. In this fituation, Sujah Dowla called upoa 
his Ally, Mr Haftings, who aflitted him, through 


the juiteft policy, in as much as it placed the ba- . 


lance of power in Mr Hattings’s hands. Mr Gren- 
ville then went over many of Mr Francis’s remarks, 
and, in the courfe of his fpeech, accufed’ Mr Har. 
dinge with addrefling himfelf to the paflions,. and 
not the reafon of gentlemen, in his fpeech of the pre- 
ceding evening; as alfo with dropping fome res 
fictions on the memory of Lord Clive (whem he 
praifed.) 

Mr Hardinge found himfelf called upon by the 


vone of felf-defence, to offer a few obfervations.to. - 


the Committee, in anfwer to fuch part of what they 
now heard as regarded him. He then explained 
what he meant, by fecuring Mr Havtings from pa- 
nifhment ; afferting, that his offences were of that 
magnitude, and his guilt of that extent, as called 
for the interpofition of the legiftature, to make him 
an example to future peculators. With regard to 
the fubject of policy and juftice, he thought. the 
Hon. Gentleman had been lofing his time, as there 
was nothing which could fanction a war,. unlefs the 
juftice of the caufe ; for which reafon, let him ar- 
gue on political reafon as long as he pleafed, all:his 
reafoning muft fall to the ground, and the work 
remain to be commenced anew, by only afking the 
fingle queltion of, Whether it was juit or not? ; 

Mr Anftruther thought, that however important 
this fubject might at any time feem, and however 
neceflary the attention of the legiflature to preyent 
its fervants from difgracing them by the exercife of 
defpotifm and unjuftifiable authority, there now.a> 
rofe other circum(tances which encreafed its formes 
magnitude ; we were not now to cenfure only that 
conduct which former rulers had adopted, in order. 
to prevent future ones from treading in the famé 
fteps, but are now called upor, by all the claims 
which our country’s intereft had upon us, to pre- 
vent the repetition of all our difgraces, all our infa- 
my, and all our misfortunes in the conduct of thofe. 
who were now entru(ted with the management of 
Indian affairs. ¥ 

He went into the particulars of the wars, and 
concluded with bringing the queftion to this iffues 
whether it was in future to be admitted, that the 
fervants of the Company were to make war with- 
out any communication with their Council; and 
whether British foldiers were to be hired out for 
tre purpofe of cruelty, of oppreffion, and inhumas 
nity ?

He remembered, that at the time when another 
ilaftrious delinquent was brought to the bar of the 
Houfe, he meant Lord Clive, that a fimilar argu- 
ment was attempted to be fet up in his favour. A 
soble Lord who now filled a fplendid fituation in 
another place (the Lord Chancellor) had then a feat 
in that Houfe—he with that manlinefs of character, 
and with that nervous eloquence which peculiarly di- 
ftinguifhes him, crufhed to atoms that idea which 
tould, again(t{enormous crimes, attempt to inftitute 
a fet-off on account of fubfequent fervices, however 
meritorious. He was of the fame opinion, and in 
that argument was proud to enlift himfelf under the 
banter of that perfon to whom he alluded. But he 
would afk, what meritorious fervices Mr Hattings 
had performed to entitle him to fuch a plea? For 
his part, he knew of no inftance wherein that gen- 
tleman had rendered any effential good to his coun- 
try, except by the Mabratta peace. It was founded 
on the breach of a folemn treaty, and confidering it 
in that light, it was but a poor fubject for triumph. 
His conduét to Lord Macartney, in difapproving of 
his treaty with Tippoo Saib, was no great proof of 
bis ardent defire for peace. He contended that the 
only reafonable hope this country could have of pre- 
ferving their poffeflions in India, was by the moft 
frapulous obfervance of the faith of treaties, in 
which the national honour and credit was neceflarily 
involved. 
A noble Lord (Mulgrave) in arguing on this fub- 
jet, had afked with fome degree of triumph, if it 
was to be expected that Mr Haftings was in every 
matter of Government to confult Grotius or Puffen- 
dorf? Undoubtedly it was the duty of every man 
to conduct himfelf by the immutable laws of jultice 
and equity, and he knew of no country in the world 
where they were more neceflary than in India. He 
tdverted to the great levity and indifference which 
fome gentlemen affected to treat the fubject of the 
extirpation or expulfion of the Rohillas ; it was call. 
td the removal of an army from a country where 
they had fame property ; that is, they were driven 
out from 4 country of which they were the fole pro- 
prietors. ; 
To illuftrate this argument in a manner which 
perhaps would {trike thofe gentlemen more forcibly, 
he would fuppofe, for inftance, that the French were 
toinvade Ireland, and to infift onal] the Englith 
who were proprietors of lands there to. remove to 
their own country ; to tell them that they had only 
to crofs the Channel, where they no doubt would 
be received, and kindly treated ; but at any rate they 
mult not on any account remain longer where they 
were. Would this be confidered only in the fame 
light as the removal of an army? But in the cafe of 
the Rohillas, who are faid to be ufurpers, Mr Ha- 
tings had not urged even the pretence of reftoring 
the country to its ancient matters.

manufcript at the Alexandrian Library, was indeed)} 
a curiofity of the mott particular kind. It hadbeen 
written on what was callad the Charta Pergamena 
(or parchment) fo called from the city of Pergamus 
in Phrygia, where it was invented, or rather impro- 
ved, by King Eumenes, when he was about making 
collections for a library equal to that of Alexandria. 
He had recourfe to the tkios of animals, properly 
drefled, whereon to tranfcribe his manufcripts ; .as, 
through the envy of Prolemy, king of, Egypt, the 
exportation of papyrus, or ancient paper, had been 
at that time interdicted, where alone it was. fabrica- 
ted. ‘The papyrus was an aquatic reed or ruth; al- 
molt peculiar ro the rivers Nile and Euphrates, from 
the inward pellicles of whofe ftem, very artificially 
prepared and polifhed, a great part of the paper of 
the ancients was formed, 
afed, for the fame purpofe, the white rinds between 
the bark and the wood of the maple, beech, elni, 
and the lindon tree: of thefe we have flill feveral 
of their books remaining. Hence bark and book in 
Latin is fignified by the fame word. And, from 
the city of Byblos in Syria, where this kind of pa- 
per was firft ufed, the Greeks had their term for a 
book, and we, from them, our Bible. As for linen, 
hempen, and fometimes cotton rag paper, they were 
of Arabic extraction, and firft brought to Europe by 
the Saracens of Barbary or Spain, in the thirteénth 
or fourteenth centuries. ‘The firft paper mill ia 
England was erected in Queen Elifabeth’s reign. 

Sir Jofhua Reynolds has juft begun a ‘Converfa- 
tion Piece for the Prince of Wales’s gallery at Carle- 
ton Houfe, ia which their Majefties and all the 
royal children are to be introduced. .
